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PREFACE 


In  this  Catalogue,  the  Books  which  are  the  property  of 
the  Corporation  ot  Norwich,  and  those  which  belong  to 
the  Public  Library,  are,  for  facility  of  reference,  com- 
prehended under  the  same  arrangement ;  the  former  being 
designated  by  the  letters  C.  L.  inserted  in  the  title. 

Where  no  place  of  publication  is  named,  books  are  for 
the  most  part  to  be  considered  as  having  been  printed  in 
London. 

Li  cases  whese  separate  works  are  contained  in  a 
Collection,  such  works  are  either  enumerated  immediately 
after  the  general  title,  in  small  type,  or  inserted  in  the 
body  of  the  work,  with  a  reference  to  the  Collection  in 
which  they  are  found. 

Presents  to  the  Library  are  distinguished  by  the  names 
of  the  donors,  and  by  a  dagger  (f )  annexed  to  them ;  and 
an  asterisk  (^)  is  prefixed  to  such  works  as  cannot  be 
taken  out  of  the  Library,  unless  according  to  the  provision 
of  Law  XLVL 

The  present  Catalogue  follows  the  division  of  subjects 
adopted  in  the  preceding,  which  was  considered  to  afford 
a  convenient  reference  to  every  department  of  the  Library, 
without  going  into  unnecessary  minuteness  or  refinement. 
The  Committee  cannot  expect  that  the  position  which 
they  have  assigned  to  the  books  will,  in  every  instance, 
be  regarded  as  unobjectionable ;  but  they  have  endeavoured

to  render  it  as  much  so  as  possible ;  and  it  is  to  be  con* 
sidered,  that  many  difficulties  necessarily  occur^  in  reducing 
the  diversified  contents  of  a  large  Library  to  their  proper 
heads,  as  well  from  the  mixed  nature  of  various  works,  ad 
from  the  gradual  blending  of  subjects  into  each  other. 

It  is  believed,  that  the  Alphabetical  Index,  which 
follows  the  present  Catalogue,  will  be  found  a  valuable 
guide,  and  render  any  errors,  that  may  have  occurred  in 
the  arrangement,  of  less  importance. 

The  Catalogue  contains  the  titles  of  all  books  received 
into  the  Library  to  the  present  date;  but  the  delay  in 
publication,  which  has  occurred  from  various  causes,  has 
rendered  it  necessary  to  place  in  an  Appendix  all  those 
that  have  been  added  to  it  since  the  banning- oi  the 
year  1846. 

It  is  hoped,  that  an  inspection  of  the  present  Catalogue 
will  prove,  that  due  regard  has  been  paid  to  the  first 
object  of  the  Institution,  to  supply  such  works  as  are  of 
the  most  extensive  interest  and  utility,  while  the  claims  of 
literature  and  science  in  their  higher  departments  have  not 
been  overlooked.  It  is  earnestly  to  be  desired,  that  a 
continuance  of  this  judicious  course  may  render  the  Library, 
as  years  pass  on,  a^  increasingly  valuable  resource  for 
information,  reference,  and  literary  recreation.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

I.  Five  Guineas  shall  be  paid  by  every  Member  of  the  Society 
on  admission. 

II.  Every  member  shall  pay  a  yearly  subscription  to  the 
Library  of  a  guinea,  which  shall  become  due  on  the  first  day  of 
September  annually,  and  after  that  day  no  member,  until  he 
has  paid  it  to  the  Librarian,  shall  have  another  book  from  the 
Library ;  nor,  if  in  arrear  till  the  1st  of  January  following,  shall 
he  be  permitted  to  read  in  the  Library,  or  to  vote  at  a  general 
meeting.  If  he  does  not  pay  his  subscription  on  or  before  the 
Ist  of  March  following,  he  shall  pay  one  shilling  additional,  and 
also  one  shilling  per  month  for  every  month  afterwards  that  he 
shall  continue  in  arrear.  A  week's  notice  shall  be  given  to  every 
member  of  his  liability  to  incur  these  fines.  If  any  member 
neglect  to  pay  his  subscription  until  he  is  two  years  in  arrear,  he 
shall,  after  having  received  notice  from  the  Librarian,  forfeit  his 
property  in  the  Library. 

III.  Every  memller,  at  the  time  of  paying  his  admission 
money,  shall  subscril>e  to  these  laws,  and  shall,  at  his  own  cost, 
have  a  copy  of  them,  with  a  catalogue  of  the  books,  and  a  ticket, 
for  which  last  he  shall  pay  one  shilling ;  the  ticket  to  be  left 
with  the  Librarian  when  a  book  is  taken  away. 

IV.  All  the  members  have  originally  equal  right  and  power  in 
this  institution,  and  any  member  may  transfer  his  or  her  right 
and  share  therein,  by  will  or  otherwise,  provided  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  transferred  will  subscribe  and  submit  to  these  laws. 
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VI  LAWS. 

V.  No  person  shall  have  any  right,  interest,  or  property  what- 
ever in  the  Library,  who  does  not  submit  to  these  laws  and  regu- 
lations, and  to  such  other  laws  and  regulations  as  may  hereafter 
be  duly  made  by  the  members  of  the  Society. 

VI.  Persons,  not  members,  subscribing  one  pound  six  shillings 
per  annum,  shall  be  admitted  to  read  and  receive  the  books 
belonging  to  the  Library,  but  shall  have  no  other  interest,  right, 
or  privilege. 

Vn.  Temporary  residents,  on  the  recommendation  of  a  mem- 
ber, may  be  admitted  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  on  subscribing 
7s.  6d.  per  quarter,  and  depositing  a  guinea,  which  shall  be 
refunded  when  the  subscription  ceases,  and  the  books  have  been 
returned  in  good  order  to  the  Library.  Every  member  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  introducing,  as  a  visitor  to  the  Library, 
with  liberty  to  read  there  for  a  period  not  exceeding  fourteen 
days,  any  friend  not  residing  within  twenty  miles  of  Norwich ; 
the  name  and  residence  of  such  friend  to  be  written,  together 
with  his  own,  by  the  member  introducing  him,  in  a  book  specially 
kept  for  that  purpose. 

VIIL  A  present  of  £10,  from  a  person  not  resident  within 
fiHteen  miles  of  Norwich,  or  a  present  of  books,  approved  by 
the  committee,  which  may  be  valued,  in  their  judgment,  at  not 
less  than  that  sum,  shall  entitle  him  to  free  access  to  the  Library 
Room,  during  the  time  that  it  is  open  to  the  subscribers.  A 
similar  present  of  £20  from  a  resident,  or  person  living  within 
fifteen  miles  of  Norwich,  or  of  books  approved  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  valued  by  them  at  not  less  than  that  sum,  shall 
confer  the  same  privilege. 

IX.  The  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  Norwich,  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  the  County  of  Norfolk  and  of  the  County  and  City 
of  Norwich,  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop,  and  the  Very 
Reverend  the  Dean  of  Norwich,  the  Members  of  Parliament 
for  the  County  of  Norfolk,  and  those  for  the  City  of  Norwich, 
each  respectively  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  honorary  members 
of  this  society. 

X.  The  members  of  the  Library  Committee  of  the  Corporation 
of  Norwich,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  shall,  if  not  already  subscribers, 
have  the  privilege  of  constant  access  to  the  Library  Room, 
during  their  continuance  in  office.

OF    GENERAL    MEETINGS. 

XI.  The  annual  general  meeting  for  the  election  of  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  and  committee,  and  for  transacting  the 
business  of  the  society,  shall  be  held  in  the  first  week  in  Sep- 
tember— the  day  to  be  appointed  by  the  committee. 

XII.  Special  general  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time 
during  the  intervals  between  the  annual  meetings,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  Law  XXII. 

XIII.  None  of  the  laws  shall  be  repealed,  except  at  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  society. 

XIV.  No  new  law  shall  be  made  by  this  society,  without 
previous  notice  of  the  proposal  having  been  given  to  the  mem- 
bers in  their  summons  to  any  annual  general  meeting ;  and  such 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Librarian,  signed  by  the  proposer, 
before  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  committee  next  preceding  the 
said  annual  general  meeting. 

XV.  All  questions  which  come  before  the  society  at  large 
shall  be  determined  by  the  majority  of  the  members  present, 
and,  when  the  numbers  are  equal,  the  president  shall  have  a 
casting  vote ;  the  manner  of  voting  to  be  by  ballot,  if  any  of 
the  members  desire  it. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  AND  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

XVI.  A  president  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  of  the 
members  present  at  the  annual  general  meeting,  and  such  presi- 
dent, when  chosen,  shall  nominate  another  person  to  act  with 
him  as  vice-president,  who  shall  be  esteemed  duly  elected,  unless 
the  members  present  propose  another  candidate,  in  which  case 
the  election  for  vice-president  shall  be  determined  by  ballot. 
The  member  who  served  the  office  of  vice-president  the  last  year 
shall  be  prissident  the  ensuing  year,  unless  any  of  the  members 
present  propose  another  candidate,  in  which  case  the  election 
shall  be  determined  by  ballot.  And  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  vice-president,  during  the  intervals  of  the  annual 
general  meetings,  the  nomination  shall  vest  in  the  president, 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  extant  committee. 

XVII.  All  the  money  arising  from  admissions,  subscriptions, 
fines,  forfeitures,  beneiactions,  or  legacies  of  persons  willing  to 
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encourage  this  institution,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
president,  who  shall  be  accountable  for  it  to  the  members  at 
the  next  annual  meeting,  at  which  all  the  accounts  shall  be 
settled. 

XVIII.  The  president,  with  another  member  of  the  committee, 
or  any  two  members  of  the  committee,  to  be  deputed  by  the 
president,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  visit  the  Library,  to  examine 
the  Librarian's  accounts,  and  observe  whether  he  takes  proper  care 
of  the  books,  and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  committee. 

XIX.  The  president,  with  another  member  of  the  committee, 
shall  fix  the  time  to  be  allowed  for  reading  the  books. 

XX.  The  president,  with  another  member  of  the  committee, 
may  order  into  the  Library  any  book  or  pamphlet,  not  exceeding 
ten  shillings  in  value. 

XXI.  The  president  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  leases, 
insurance,  and  other  documents  belonging  to  the  society,  which 
shall  be  deposited  in  an  iron' chest,  of  which  he  shall  have 
the  key.  The  key  shall  be  delivered  over  by  him  to  the  new 
president,  and  the  documents  examined  by  the  committee  at  the 
first  meeting  after  the  annual  general  election. 

XXII.  The  president  may  order  a  special  meeting  of  the 
committee  whenever  he  thinks  necessary ;  and  the  president  and 
committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
members,  whenever  they  apprehend  that  the  interest  of  the 
society  requires  it.  When  fifty  resident  members  shall  agree  in 
the  expediency  of  calling  a  general  meeting,  and  shall  present  a 
requisition  to  that  effect,  such  meeting  shall  be  holden,  whether 
approved  or  not  by  the  president  and  comm'ttee  for  the  time 
being. 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

XXUI.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  members, 
besides  the  president,  vice-president,  and  ex-president,  twelve  of 
whom  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  following 
manner :— Every  member  of  the  society  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
deposit  with  the  librarian,  before  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  day  preceding  the  said  annual  meeting,  a  list,  signed  with 
his  own  name,  and  containing  the  names  of  not  more  than 
twelve  members,  which  he  shall  immediately  deposit,  through  a 
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orevice  provided  for  the  purpose,  in  a  locked  box,  of  which  the 
president  shall  kAp  the  key.  Previoosly  to  the  hoar  fixed  for 
meeting,  tfaeee  lists  riiali  be  inspected  by  the  president,  noe^ 
president,  and  two  other  memben,  who  shall  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  at  the  preceding  monthly  meeting  of  the  commit- 
tee; and  the  twelve  members  who  have  the  majority  of  votes  in 
these  lists  shall  be  declared  at  the  annual  meeting  dnly  elected. 
In  cases  where  an  equality  of  voles  may  render  the  decisioB 
doubtfol,  the  president  shall  have  the  casting  vote.  The  twelve 
committee  men  who  have  served  two  years  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  be  of  the  committee  for  one  year. 

XXIV.  If  it  shall  happen  that  a  member  of  the  committee,  in 
the  first  year  of  his  appointment,  die,  or  desire  to  be  excused 
attending  the  committee,  or  remove  to  so  great  a  distance  from 
town  that  his  attendance  cannot  be  expected,  or,  being  in  town, 
absent  himself  from  the  committee  three  several  meetings  suc- 
cessively, without  alledgtng  an  excuse  which  shall  appear  satis- 
factory, his  seat  shall  be  filled  up  by  another  subscriber,  to  be 
elected  by  the  committee;  but  if  in  the  second  year  of  his 
appointment,  then  no  other  subscriber  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
in  his  room. 

XXV.  The  committee  shall  have  the  management  of  the 
society*s  afiairs,  and  shall  meet  to  transact  business,  at  such 
place  as  they  may  think  proper,  on  the  second  Monday  in  every 
month,  or  such  other  day  as  they  shall  appoint ;  any  six  of  them 
shaB  constitute  a  committee. 

XXVI.  The  committee  shall  have  power  to  determine  on  the 
books  proper  for  the  Library,  and  to  purchase  them  where  and 
in  what  manner  they  may  think  most  advantageous  for  the 
subscribers. 

XXVII.  The  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  dx  proper 
fines  to  be  paid  by  any  subscriber  in  whose  hands  books  were 
when  they  may  have  sustained  damage,  and  to  mitigate  the 
penalty  incurred  by  keeping  books  beyond  the  time  allowed. 

XXVIII.  All  new  laws  and  regulations  made  by  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  valid  until  the  next  annual  general  meeting,  to 
which  they  shall  be  submitted  for  consideration,  unless  previously 
reseinded. 

XXIX.  The  committee  shall  annually,  at  their  meeting  in 
Augost,  appoint  three  of  their  members  auditors  of  the  president's 
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accounts,  whose  report  shall  be  laid  before  the  annual  general 
meeting,  together  with  an  abstract  of  the  accounts  for  the 
preceding  year.  A  copy  of  such  report  and  abstract  shall  be 
hung  up  in  the  Library  Room  for  the  inspection  of  members, 
for  a  month  subsequent  to  the  annual  general  meeting. 

XXX.  The  committee  shall  also,  at  their  meeting  in  August, 
nominate  two  subscribers,  to  assist  the  president  and  vice- 
president  in  taking  the  ballot  at  the  annual  election,  according 
to  the  provision  of  Law  XXIII,  and  three  of  their  members  to 
inspect  the  Library,  whose  report  shall  be  laid  before  the  annual 
general  meeting. 

OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

XXXI.  The  Librarian  shall  be  elected,  and  his  salary  fixed 
by  a  majority  of  members  at  a  general  meeting.  He  shall  be 
in  attendance  during  the  hours  appointed  for  the  Library  to 
be  kept  open ;  shall  keep  a  distinct  account  of  all  the  books 
belonging  to  the  Library,  and  enter  the  names  of  the  subscribers 
to  whom  they  are  given  out;  shall  examine  them  when  returned, 
and  if  they  have  sustained  any  damage,  except  such  as  may 
have  arisen  from  a  careful  use  of  them,  he  shall  report  the  same 
to  the  committee.  He  shall  collect  the  subscriptions  when  they 
become  due,  and  also  the  fines  and  penalties  incurred  by 
members,  all  which  he  shall  pay  over  to  the  president ;  he  shall 
transmit  the  proper  notices  according  to  the  laws,  and  shall 
enter  the  proceedings  of  general  and  committee  meetings  in 
appropriate  books. 

XXXII.  The  Librarian  shall  give  notice  of  committee  meetings 
two  days  before  they  are  held,  and  of  general  meetings  to  all 
the  members  the  week  before  the  annual,  or  any  special  general 
meeting. 

XXXIII.  The  Librarian  shall  be  strict  in  putting  the  laws 
in  force,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  fines  and  forfeitures  for 
writing  in,  or  otherwise  damaging  the  books,  or  for  not  returning 
them  within  the  limited  time. 

OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

XXXIV.  The  Library  shall  be  open  every  day,  except  Sun- 
days and  the  days  subsequently  specified,  between  the  hours 
of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  nine  in  the  evening,  from  the  1st 
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day  of  September  to  the  30th  day  of  April ;  and  between  the 
hours  of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  eight  in  the  evening,  from 
the  1st  day  of  May  to  the  3l8t  day  of  August. 

XXXV.  There  shall  be  no  attendance  at  the  library  on 
Tombland  Fair  day,  Good  Friday,  Easter  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
Whit  Monday  and  Tuesday,  and  Christmas  and  the  following 
day  ;  but  these  days  shall  be  reckoned  in  the  number  of  those, 
during  which  a  book  is  allowed  to  be  kept. 

XXXVI.  Any  of  the  subscribers  may  propose  what  books 
they  please,  by  writing  the  names  of  them,  with  the  price,  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  tor  that  purpose  in  the  Library,  which  book 
the  Librarian  must  lay  before  the  committee  at  every  monthly 
meeting,  for  their  decision ;  and  such  books  as  have  been 
rejected  cannot  be  afterwards  entered  in  the  proposing  book  for 
the  consideration  of  the  same  committee  which  rejected  them ; 
but  the  committee  on  the  recommendation  of  any  two  of  their 
members,  may  at  their  own  discretion  re-consider  their  decision 
upon  any  books  that  have  been  before  submitted  to  them. 

XXX Vn.  The  daily  fine  to  be  paid,  in  case  a  book  is  not 
returned  within  the  time  limited,  shall  be  three-pence  for  an 
octavo  or  a  duodecimo,  and  six -pence  for  a  quarto  or  a  folio  ; 
but  the  day  on  which  the  books  are  delivered  out,  and  the  day 
on  which  they  are  returned,  with  the  Sundays  which  may  inter- 
vene, shall  not  be  considered  in  the  number  of  days  allowed  for 
reading. 

XXXVI H.  Subscribers  living  in  the  country,  whose  books  do 
not  fall  due  on  a  Saturday,  shall  be  permitted  to  keep  the  books 
until  the  Saturday  next  after  the  day  on  which  they  become 
due. 

XXXIX.  Any  subscriber  clandestinely  removing  any  book, 
pamphlet,  review,  or  other  work  from  the  Library,  shall  for  the 
first  ofi*ence  incur  a  fine  of  one  guinea,  and  on  a  repetition  of  it 
shall  be  expelled  the  society,  shall  forfeit  his  share,  if  a  member, 
and  shall  lose  the  power  of  ever  again  becoming  a  subscriber 
to  the  Public  Library. 

XL.  No  subscriber  who  has  incurred  any  penalties  shall  have 
another  book  from  the  Library  until  he  has  paid  them ;  but  if 
he  should  think  himself  aggrieved,  he  may  appeal  to  the  commit- 
tee for  redress. 

XLI.  Tliose  subscribers,  who  are   desirous  of  having  their 
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names  put  down  for  the  new  publications  ordered  by  the  com- 
mittee, must  send  notes  directed  to  the  Librarian,  who  shall 
number  them  the  day  before  the  president  marks  the  books  for 
circulation,  on  which  day  the  president  shall  place  in  a  box  or 
hat,  cards  with  corresponding  numbers  to  the  notes,  which  cards 
the  president  shall  draw  out  one  at  a  time ;  and  the  writer  of 
that  note,  which  corresponds  with  the  number  first  drawn,  shall 
be  the  first  to  be  inserted  in  the  Librarian's  book,  and  so  on  in 
rotation,  until  all  the  cards  be  drawn  out.  The  Librarian  shall, 
by  letter,  apprize  such  subscribers,  in  their  order,  when  the 
books  for  which  their  names  are  entered  are  returned ;  and  if 
they  are  not  sent  for  on  the  same  day  that  the  notice  is  received, 
or  the  day  afler^  then  the  Librarian  may  deliyer  them  to  other 
subscribers,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  entered. 

XLIL  When  a  set  of  new  books  is  received  into  the  Library, 
the  Librarian  shall,  if  tlie  subscriber  who  takes  the  first  volume 
require  it,  reserve  the  rest,  unless  he  supposes  them  unconnected, 
to  be  delivered  in  regular  order;  but  if  the  subscriber  keep  any 
of  the  volumes  beyond  the  limited  time,  the  Librarian  may  issue 
out  the  succeeding  ones  to  another  subscriber ;  and  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  to  renew  the  time  for  reading  a  book  while  the 
name  of  anotlier  subscriber  is  down  for  it.  When  a  subscriber 
takes  any  volume  of  a  set  of  books,  (except  the  last)  and  shall 
require  the  Librarian  to  reserve  for  him  the  succeeding  volume, 
it  shall  be  reserved  until  the  time  for  returning  the  preceding 
volume  be  expired. 

XLin.  If  any  subscriber  lend  a  Library  book,  or  receive  one 
from  any  other  person  than  the  Librarian,  he  shall  forfeit  one 
shilling.  Every  subscriber  shall  be  allowed  to  have  out  of  the 
Library  at  the  same  time  two  books,  or,  in  the  case  of  works  of 
fiction,  two  sets  of  books,  provided  that  at  least  one  of  them 
(except  it  be  a  play,  pamphlet,  review,  or  magazine)  shall  have 
been  in  the  Library  two  years ;  and  any  subscriber,  who  may 
require  the  use  of  more  than  two  works  at  the  same  time,  may 
be  accommodated  with  them  on  obtaining  a  written  order  from 
the  president  to  that  effect.  The  reviews,  and  other  periodical 
publications,  which  by  the  law  are  to  lie  a  month  upon  the 
Library  table,  shall  not  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  during  that 
time,  except  by  the  members  of  the  committee,  every  one  of 
whom  may  have  that  liberty  any  day  at  the   closing  of  the 
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Library^  retaming  it  at  ten  the  next  morning :  forfeiture  for  not 
returning  each  review  within  the  time  appointed » three-pence^ 
and  three-pence  every  day  afterwards ;  but  no  book  ^ken  out 
of  the  Library  by  leave  of  the  president  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
operation  of  the  general  laws  of  the  Library,  with  respect  to  the 
time  of  its  return. 

XUV.  If  any  book  be  lost,  the  subscriber  to  whom  the  same 
was  last  delivered  shall  immediately  replace  it  with  a  new  one 
of  the  same  edition,  or  pay  as  much  to  the  Librarian  as  would 
so  replace  the  same ;  and,  if  the  book  lost  be  part  of  a  set,  he 
shall  take  the  remaining  volumes,  and  buy  or  pay  fotr  a  new 
set  for  the  Library;  and  if  he  refuses  to  submit  to  these,  or 
any  other  of  the  penalties,  he  shall  forfeit  his  property  in  the 
Library. 

XLV.  In  case  of  any  subscriber  forfeiting  his  property,  from 
refusing  to  comply  with  the  penalties  enacted  in  the  hiws,  he 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  re-possess  a  share  until  he  makes  good 
any  former  claims  on  him  by  the  Library. 

XL VI.  As  there  are  many  books  in  the  Library,  the  value  of 
which  is  more  than  the  money  paid  for  admission  by  each  sub- 
scriber, there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that,  in  case  such  hooka 
should  be  damaged,  destroyed,  or  lost^  no  further  satisfaction 
would  be  obtained  from  the  subscribers  to  whom  such  books 
were  last  delivered,  than  the  forfeiture  of  their  property  in  the 
Library;  it  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  Librarian  shall,  on  the 
delivery  of  certain  books,  to  be  named  and  selected  by  the  com- 
mittee, (a  list  .whereof  shall  be  made  out  and  placed  in  some 
conspicuous  part  of  the  Library,)  take  a  promissory  note  from 
such  subscriber,  to  the  president,  for  the  return  of  such  book 
into  the  Library,  entire  and  in  good  order,  within  the  time 
allowed  for  reading  it,  or  in  default  thereof  to  be  accountable 
for  the  expense  of  replacing  the  same. 

XLVII.  No  person,  without  a  written  order  from  the  president, 
shall  be  permitted  to  take  down  any  books  from  the  shelves,  but 
shall  receive  them  from  the  Librarian.  The  fine  six-pence  for 
every  book  so  removed. 

XLVni.  No  subscriber  shall  have  his  name  down,  at  any 
time,  for  more  than  two  books,  nor  may  any  name  be  put  down 
for  a  book  until  such  book  is  actually  purchased  for  the  Library, 
and  marked    by  the  president  for  circulation.    The  Librarian 
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shall  understand  this  law  as  applying  to  reviews  and  pamphlets, 
as  well  as  to  works  of  a  larger  size. 

XLIX«  All  new  publications  received  into  the  Library  shall 
lie  on  the  table  five  days  before  they  are  marked  by  the  pre- 
sident for  circulation ;  but  the  committee  may,  if  they  deem  it 
expedient,  prevent  any  particular  book  from  being  placed  on  the 
table. 

L.  A  permanent  catalogue  committee  shall  be  appointed,  of 
three  subscribers,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  president  and 
vice-president,  for  the  time  being,  shall  enter  all  new  books  in 
an  appendix,  arranged  and  classified  conformably  to  the  cata- 
logue, which  appendix  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  and  remain 
constantly  accessible  to  the  subscribers.  The  same  committee 
may  direct  the  publication  of  the  appendix,  whenever  they 
may  deem  it  advisable,  a  copy  of  which,  when  printed,  shall  be 
given,  free  of  expense,  to  every  subscriber  who  has  purchased  a 
catalogue. 

LI.  One  copy  of  every  monthly  periodical  work  shall  remain 
on  the  Library  table  until  the  succeeding  number  appear,  and 
one  copy  of  all  periodical  publications  shall  remain  a  month  on 
the  table  previous  to  circulation. 

LIL  A  list  of  such  books  as  may  be  offered  as  donations  to 
the  Library  shall  be  laid  before  a  monthly  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee, previously  to  their  being  received. 

LIIL  Thanks  shall  be  returned  by  the  committee  for  such 
books  as  they  may  accept  for  the  society,  and  the  donors'  names 
shall  be  inscribed  in  the  books  presented,  and  also  in  the 
donation  book  of  the  society,  and  shall  be  annexed  to  the 
respective  books  in  the  printed  catalogue. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

LIV.  The  society *s  leases,  policies  of  insurance,  and  other 
legal  instruments,  shall  be  made  out  in  behalf  of  the  society,  and 
under  direction  of  the  committee,  in  trustees,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  subscribers  at  a  general  meeting.*  These 
trustees  shall  be  invested  with  the  necessary  powers  to  act  for

OF  THE  CITY  LIBRARY. 

LV.  The  books  belonging  to  the  City  Library  having  been 
deposited  in  the  Library  Room  of  the  Public  Library,  by  per- 
mission of  the  Corporation,  shall  be  accessible  to  the  subscribers, 
and  may  be  delivered  out  under  a  written  order  of  the  president 
or  vice-president,  countersigned  by  an  officer  of  the  Corporation. 

LVI.  The  Librarian  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  books 
belonging  to  the  City  Library,  and  shall  procure  the  necessary 
authority  for  the  delivery  of  books  to  subscribers  applying  for 
them. 

LVII.  The  books  belonging  to  the  City  Library  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Librarian  every  quarter  day ;  and  the  same  fines 
and  penalties  shall  apply  to  subscribers  not  attending  to  this 
regulation,  or  to  losing,  lending,  or  injuring  books  belonging  to 
the  City  Library,  which  are  laid  down  by  the  laws  for  the 
protection  of  the  books  belonging  to  the  Public  Library. 
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OF  THE  CITY  LIBRARY. 


The  City  Library  consitU  of  about  2000  voiames,  and  was 
founded  in  the  year  1608,  under  the  Mayoralty  of  Sir  John 
Pettns.^  It  is  composed  entirely  of  donations ;  and  a  list  of  the 
benefactors  to  it  is  given  immediately  after  this  notice. 

At  the  time  when  the  last  separate  Catalogue  was  printed,  in 
17d2»  and  for  a  long  series  of  years  previously,*  the  City  Library 
was  under  the  care  of  a  Librarian,  who  was  elected  annually 
by  the  subscribers  to  the  Library  from  their  own  body,  it  being 
a  condition  of  their  subscription  that  they  should  serve  that 
oflBce  in  rotation  and  gratuitously.  An  under  librarian  was 
appointed  by  the  Librarian ;  and  his  salary  was  defrayed  by  a 
subscription  paid  by  such  persons  as  wished  to  have  access  to 
the  Library,  who  were  not  Members  of  the  Corporation.'  In 
the  year  1815,  under  the  presidency  of  Henry  Francis,  Esq., 
the  City  Library  was  removed,  by  permission  of  the  Corporation, 
from  the  Old  Library  Room,  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  (in  which 
it  had  been  for  many  years  deposited)  to  the  Public  Library; 
since  which  time  the  books  have  been  permitted  to  be  taken  out, 
under  a  written  order  of  a  Corporation  Officer.* 

For  the  security  of  this  collection,  the  Public  Library,  by  an 
unanimous  vote  of  its  members,  has  given  to  the  books  of  the 
City  Library,  the  same  protection  against  losing,  lending,  or 
injuring  them,  which  is  afforded  by  the  laws  for  the  protection 
of  the  books  which  are  its  own  property.'

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XXVIU  OF    THE    CITY    LIBRARY. 

A  Catalogue  of  the  City  Library  was  published  in  1817,  as 
a  supplement  to  that  of  the  Public  Library,  but  under  an  arrange- 
ment entirely  different.  In  this  way,  it  neither  occupied  the 
prominent  position^  to  which  its  own  value  and  a  proper  respect 
to  its  proprietors  entitled  it,  nor  was  it,  by  its  mere  alphabetical 
arrangment,  m  divisions  of  languages  and  sizes,  at  all  calculated 
to  be  conveniently  accessible.  It  was  therefore  deemed  advisable 
by  the  committee,  when  the  last  Catalogue  was  printed,  that  it 
should  be  subjected  to  the  same  scientific  arrangement  as  the 
books  which  are  the  property  of  the  Public  Library ;  and  in 
order  to  prevent  the  obvious  inconvenience  of  two  references^ 
the  committee  included  both  sets  of  works  under  thfe  same 
arrangement,  distinguishing  those  which  are  the  property  of  the 
Corporation  by  a  prominent  and  appropriate  designation.  This 
arrangement  is  followed  in  the  present  Catalogue,  as  it  has  been 
already  stated  in  the  Preface. 

The  City  Library  is  under  the  particular  inspection  of  the 
following  Aldermen  and  Councillors,  who  constitute  the  Library 
Committee  of  the  Corporation — viz.,

The  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  Norwich,  for  the  time 
being,  is  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Public  Library ;  and  the 
Members  of  the  Library  Committee  of  the  Corporation,  together 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  if  not  already  Members  of  the  Society, 
have  the  privilege  of  constant  access  to  the  Library  Rooms, 
during  their  continuance  in  office.
